Nothing is known of the 
operations of this detachment only as they 
derive it by tho dead. 


Major Iteno commanded tho other seven 


companies, and attacked tho lower portion 
oE tho camp. Tho Indians poured in a mur- 
derous tire from all directions, besides the 
greater portion fought on horseback. 


Cusler, his two brothers, nephew and 


brother-in-law woro all killed, and not one 
of his detachment escaped,two hundred and 
riovon men were buried in one place, and the 
killed aro estimated at MO, with only 'M 
wouccled. 


The Indians surrounded Keno's command 


and held them one day in the hills cut oil' 
from water, until Gibbon's command cnmo 
in sight, when they broke camp in the night 
and left. 


The Seventh fought like tigers, and wore 


overcome by more brute force. 
Tho Indian 


loss cannot bo estimated, as they bore oil' 
and couched most of Ihoir killed. The rem- 
nant of the Seventh Cavalry and Gibbon's 
command aro returning to the mouth of the 
Little Horn, where tho steamboat lies.
